Mackay, the famous bonanza mining 
man and financier, was abot in the 
baok, shortly afternoon Friday, by a 
man giving the name of W. C. Rippey, 
and narrowly escaped death. Hippcy.

So far, Maukay's wound is not serious, 
and there is no danger of a fatal ter- 
mination. The shooting occurred In the 
pared court back of the Lick house, 
whloh runs from Sutter to 1'ost streets, 
between Montgomery and Kearney. A 
white-haired man was noticed, walking 
around Sutter street, acting very nerv- 
ously, during the early portion of the 
morning, throwing his hand back to- 
ward hia hip pocket 

It is the custom of John W. Mackay 
to come out about noontime every day 
to the jewelry store at the corner of 
Sutter street and Lick alley to compare 
the time of day, and lie is always very 
prompt As Mackay reached the end 
of the alley nearest Sutter street, and 
a few feet away from where the old 
man was standing, the latter pulled out 
hia revolver, and tired one shot The 
bullet struck Mackay in the middle of 
the back. After firiug the shot the 
would-be murderer supplemented his 
crime by turning the pistol on himself 
and firing a shot into his own body. 
The self-inflicted wound was serious, 
but as long as he could walk he fol- 
lowed Mackey up, trying to fire again, 
but he was so weak he could not pull 
the trigger. He then threw up his 
"My God, 1 am sat- 



Mackay put his hand behind his back, 
and some one raised his coat Ashe 
drew his hand out it was covered with 
blood, and he exclaimed to one of hia 
friend that the shot had taken e/fect in 
the middle of his back. Mackay was 
placed in a buggy and taken to the 
Palace hotel, where mediwal attendance 
was rendered him. Maokny's assailant 
was taken to the city receiving hospital. 

The old man who did the shooting 
was taken to the receiving hospital iu a 
patrol-wagon. The man was conscious, 
but could not articulate. The patient 
was placed on the operating table, 
when blood was seen to ooze through 
his clothing, about the upper portion 
of his body. Further exmination re- 
vealed that the bullet had entered 
bis left breast, passed through the 
trunk and oome out just below the 
left shonlderblB.de. The Mils* was 
found just under the skin. T. e | atirnl 
was apparently about seventy years of 
age, wi tli whlu neJraadoJosMut white 
beard. In his pantaloon* left-h.it:-' 
pocket was found I »8- -uliber revolver 
of the bull-drg pattern, nnd all the 
cartridges intuet. AIs> in his pocket 
was a purve containing twenty cants, 
also an envelope containing paper, on 
which was written: "U li L Linton, 
La I'lace Hotel -End not yet" A letter 
addressed to the Kxatnincr read as fol- 
lows: "Food for reflection. I'aid »1 .0 - 
000 for a sapiiire to place on the jade. I 
person of his wife. A sufficient amount 
to have saved five hundred of his pau- 
pers from a suicidal grave. Just think 
of it Inscribe it on his tomb." 

Wm. C. Rippey was l>orn in Cincin- 
nati, and leaves a wife Bnd family 
there. At one time he' was worth over 
1100,000. and made about MO, 000 on 
Coins lock. He cam* to San Francisco 
and began gambling in stocks Efta 
money soon began to go, and th;!n he 
apened a cash grocery store on Fourth 
ttreet That venture failed, and about 
four y*ara ago he was runn'tig a bar 

Barrett, which plies between San Fran- 
Sisco and Stockton. At one time he 
lived in Deliver, and owned quite a lot 
ot property, but it also went in hia 
Itock speculations.

He ar- 
rived In time to save the old watchman, 
who was trying to separate them, and 
had been knocked down by a blow from 
one of them He seized a large 
club and fought them. They man- 
aged to dodge his blows for some 
time, but never relaxed the fight 
He was nearly worn out with his, 
effort*, and was about to gire up in de- 
spair, when he managed to get in a 
blow on the neck of one of them, but 
was struck on the shoulder by the leg 
of the other and knocked dorm. Before 
he could rceorer he was struck in the 
breast and knocked insensible. 

The watchman had recovered by this 
time, and managed to get a rope around 
the leg of the bird Johnson had hit, and 
make him fast He then pulled John- 
son out of the way and secured the 
other bird. Johnson is badly cut about 
the head and face.

A London Man Bad Planned a opeoalse 
tlun, llat Ills Wife Spoiled It. 

•Your world'a tu.ii souvenir half dol 
l»r reminds me of a singular inoldoat," 
■old Ralph C. Wataon, of Ixsndon, in the 
hearing of a St. Louia Olobo- 
Dcmoorat reporter. "During' the 
queen's jubilee all Kngland was 
flooded with Jubilee colna. The 
largest denomination was a five pound 
aterling gold piece, and from that down 
to a farthing. After the jubilee all 
those special coins that found their way 
back to the Bank of England were taken 
out of circulation, and 'before it was 
generally known that this was being 
done ninety per cent, of the coins, I 
fancy, had found their way into the 
maw of the trtd lady of Threadneedle 
street 

"I was among the few who had 
enough to keep a sot. I had a five- 
pound sterling piece, a sovereign, a 
half-sovereign, a crown, a four-shilling 
piece, a half-crown, a two-shilling bit. 
one shilling, a sixpence, a fourpenoe, a 
threepence, a penny, a half penny and 
a farthing. They lay idle in a box in 
my dressing-case fo<- nearly four years. 
I thought nothing of them until one 
day last summer, having business in 
Glasgow, I went there. Here the Jubi- 
lee coins were a great rarity, and I 
found that my collection, which 
amounted to seven pounds, five shil- 
lings, six pence, ha' penny, farthing, 
would bring something like twelve 
pounds. 

"Now, thinks I, 1 11 just make that 
five pounds like a wink, so I tele- 
graphed my wife to forward the box of 
coins to me by express at once. The 
next day I got a letter from her inclos- 
ing a postal note for 6even pounds, six 
shillings, and a note from the dear 
woman saying that as long as I was in 
need of the money she thought the let- 
ter-post quicker than the package-post, 
and had had my coins exchanged for a 
postal order, and added the change her- 
self to make it even money.

I not only lost my five pound specula- 
tion, but I lost my Jubilee coins as well;

S. Restriction of the elective fran- 
chise to Hawaiian citizens, except as 
to such aliens who had granted to 
them the franchise by the constitution 
of 1887. 

4. Increase of the salary of the repre- 



5, Reduction of the term of the jus- 
tices of the supreme court from a life 
tenure to a tenure for a fixed number 
of years. 

Tha native population, as well as a 
great number of foreign born taxpay- 
ers and voters, yielded the power which 
they could have maintained only be- 
cause they believe that the movements 
of the committee of safety Is upheld by 
the authorities of the United States of 
America.

2. The assurance of the I'nlted States 
minister plenipotentiary that, in case 
of a conflict, he would espouse the 
cause of the usurpers. The landing of 
the United States troops was a measure 
entirely unnecessary. Neither an ex- 
cess of caution nor actual fear can ex- 
cuse the landing of the American troops 
in the afternoon. 

He adds as to subsequent events: The 
provisional government declared mar- 
tial law, and armed, among others, the 
vagrant and criminal element In the 
population, prescribed free speech and 
discussion, suppressed native newspa- 
pers and established a practical cen- 
sorship of the newspapers published in 
English, permitting only such state- 
ments as might bo favorable to itself to 
appear,' and disbursed large sums of 
public money without authority of law. 

This state of things wasonly ponsible 
by the armed support of the United 
States troops ashore, nnd the guns of 
the United States war-ship BoatM 
trained on the town. 

The usurpation of authority would 
not have lasted an hour without such 
armed support and encouragement 
from the Uoited States. 

As a logical sequence to these events 
the law lew and criminal foreign ele- 
ment, armed by the usurpers and paid 
to terrorize the natives nnd law-abiding 
citizens, now displayed a mutinous 
spirit, and the provisional government 
wa» compelled to call upou the Amer- 
ican minister to assume a protectorate 
and disband its armed force, which was 
accomplished on February 1. 

This fact alone demonstrates that the 
so-called provisional government has no 
strength of its own either to preserve 
the peace or enforee obedience to its 
edicts. 

It has neither the moral nor the phys- 
ical support of the masses of the Ha- 
waiian people, who protest with their 
Queen against a contiuuance of the 
usurpation and pray for a restoration 
of their constitutional government and 
aoverelp-nty.

Washington, Feb 25.— Mr. llarter, 
of Ohio, introduced in the house Friday 
a bill to provide for the free coinage of 
silver and gold at the present ratio 
and upon equal terms. 

It provides that after its passage the 
purchase of silver bullion by the gov- 
ernment shall cease, and that the mints 
shall be opened to the coinage of both 
metals upon the same terms as existed 
prior to 1873; provided, however, that 
all silver and gold coined here- 
after, for the account of ow ners, shall 
not have any legal tender function, and 
instead of being stamped "one dollar," 
"five dollars," shall be Stamped ten 
dimes," "fifty dimes," etc Nothiug in 
this act is to be construed as affecting 
the legal tender function of the gold 
and silver already coined, or which may 
hereafter be coined upon the account of 
the United States. All laws in conflict 
with this act are repealed.

Hroadwoll, when arrested, gave his 
age as H, and occupation as a furrier. 
Uroadwell was arrested In Now York 
November 7, 1880, charged with having 
in his possession counterfeit notes on 
the Hank of Havana. 

The arrest was the result of a chase 
of months by clever detective*. Notes 
of fifty dollars Issued by the Havana 
bank had been counterfeited so cleverly 
that the bank officers themselves could 
not detect them wlien presented at 
the bank. They were finally 
traced to Uroadwell, who had been 
followed to New York. When cap- 
tured in a Madison avenue saloon coun- 
terfeit »50 notes representing f-25,000 
were found in his possession. So fault- 
lessly was the work executed that 
the bank withdrew from circulation 
its- entire issue of thia partici 
lar note. Uroadwell tried to induce 
a Spanish merchant of New York 
city to handle the notes forged on the Ha- 
vana bank. Pretending to agree to this 
the Spaniard laid the matter before Su- 
perintendent Hyrnes with the result 
that Uroadwell was arrested. Uroad- 
well was arraigned before Judge Cow- 
ing in New York In the spring of 1881, 
and was sentenced to five years in the 
state prison. He reduced this term to 
four years by good behavior, but he 
was at his old tricks as soon as he was 
released, and the Cincinnati work was 
his first
